family.  And  tbe  Rajpoot  womnn  gladly  em¬ 
braces  such  a  refuge  from  pollution ;  or  even 
if  s&j  were  not  in  fear  of  being  forced  away 
as  a  captive,  she  would  prefer  it  to  living  on 
as  a  widow. 

Tbo  loss  of  a  battle  or  the  capture  of  a  city 
during  the  Mohaiuemdan  invasions  was  usu¬ 
ally  ibe  time  when  this  dreadful  rite  was  prac¬ 
ticed.  At  the  end  of  the  famed  siege  of  t’hee- 
tore,  the  ancient  capital  of  the  rana  of  Odey- 
pore  by  Alu-uddin,  in  1003,  the  Rajjxiot chief, 
after  an  arduous  day,  jmssed  the  night  in 
pondering  the  means  by  which  he  might  save 
from  /  the  general  •destruction  one 
least  Vof  his  twelve  sons.  Eleven  of 
them  Veil  during  tbe  next  few  days, 
and  when  but  one  son  remained  to  the  nun 
he  proriVuned  the  johur.  The  funeral 
pyre  was  lighted  within  subterranean  cham 
bers  w  here  tin  sun’s  rays  had  never  entered, 
and  the  defenders  of  Cheetore  beheld  the 
queens,  and  their  own  wives  und  daughters 
to  the  uumher  of  several  thousand  pass  in 
procession  to  the  fy-e.  The  beautiful  Pud- 
mani,  tbe  consort  of  the  raua,  who  was  be¬ 
lieved  to  be  the  chief  object  of  attraction  for 
the  conquering  Tartar  came  last  in  the 
throng.  The  door  of  the  caverns  closed;  the 
fires  raged  within;  and  the  honor  of  the  Raj¬ 
poot  women  was  saved.  When  afterward 
Ala-uddin  entered  the  capital  on  the  death  of 
the  rana  and  his  surviving  son,  who  fell  in 
the  conflict,  he  found  it  strewn  with  the 
bodies  of  its  defenders,  while  smoke  yet 
issued  from  the  recesses  where  the  women 
had  perished.
